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CORRESPONDENCE. 

Philadelphia, Feb. 24, 1872. 

It seems to be the general impression here that 
the International Copyright Treaty is for the time 
swamped, and that the strenuous opposition offered 
it in some quarters will discourage its advocates so 
much that it will not be brought forward again for 
some years to come. Mr. Appleton’s letter in the 
New York Evening Post denying that the Philadel¬ 
phia publishers are unanimous in their opposition 
zo international copyright is more than half true. 
Those who attended the meetings here were for the 
most (part printers, paper-makers, etc. The only 
publishers attending the first meeting were Mr. 
Baird, Mr. Lea, Mr. Coates, Mr. Jones, of the 
Publishing Company, Mr. W. B. Evans and Mr. 
W. Lippincott, both of the latter being firmly in 
favor of international copyright. The other gen¬ 
tlemen who attended the meeting, while they may 
be perfectly honest in their convictions, cannot 
know very much about the real nature of the ques¬ 
tion at issue ; while the great bulk of the Phila¬ 
delphia publishers have abstained from taking any 
active part in,the controversy, and may as well be 
counted for as against the measure. In all that 
has been done here, Mr. Henry C. Baird has been 
the ruling spirit, seconded by Mr, Hazard. Mr. 
Baird seems to think that authors should not be 
paid for their labors at all, or at least that publish¬ 
ers should not be compelled to pay them anything 
until it has been proved whether the book is a suc¬ 
cess or otherwise. He thinks the present copy¬ 
right laws are much too liberal to authors, and 
that an author should be first compelled to prove 
that his book contained original ideas before he 
was allowed to copyright it. He has issued a cir¬ 
cular embodying these views, addressed to the Joint 
Library Committee. It may be that the real secret 
of Mr. Baird’s fierce attacks upon international 
copyright is that a very large portion of his most 
successful books are reprinted from English works, 
and he naturally views with disfavor any law which 
would deprive him of the privilege he now enjoys. 
There is also another reason which enters largely 
into the considerations of all the Philadelphia pub¬ 
lishers. The present movement in favor of inter¬ 
national copyright emanated from your city, and 
there is an intense feeling of jealousy existing here, 
which excites opposition to anything you may origi¬ 
nate. “New York is not the United States,” I 
have heard said by more than one, and perhaps 
this feeling has as much to do with the spirit of 
opposition shown here as any real feeling against 
the abstract merits of the question. 

There is one good point gained by the meetings 
held here to consider the copyright question. It 
was resolved at a meeting held yesterday that the 
Philadelphia trade should form an association 
somewhat on the plan of the German “ Bcersen- 
verein,” and a committee has been appointed to 
draw up articles of association, and to aid in ob¬ 
taining the co-operation of the whole of the trade 
here. The meeting was held at Messrs. Cowper- 
• thwaite & Co.’s store, 628 Chestnut street, and al¬ 
though the attendance was small,.the favor with 
which the proposition was received augurs well for 
the ultimate success of the undertaking. Mr. Hen¬ 
ry C. Baird presided. There were present Mr. W. 
P. Hazard, Mr. J. E. Potter, Mr. H. T. Coates, 
Mr. W. Bargh, Mr. \V. B. Evans, Mr. J. M. 
Ferguson, of the firm of S. A. George & Co., Mr. 
T. E. Gaskell, Mr. J. S. Lever, and Mr. Potter, of 
the firm of Cowperthwaite & Co. 

Mr. Hazard, chairman of the committee appoint¬ 
ed to visit Washington, to lay before the Joint Li¬ 
brary Committee a protest against the proposed In¬ 


ternational Copyright Treaty, presented his report. 
The report concluded with a statement that the 
matter of the International Copyright Treaty in¬ 
volves so many conflicting arguments, the discus¬ 
sion of which would occupy more time than the 
present session at Washington will allow, that the 
question is therefore virtually disposed of for the 
present. 

On the motion of Mr. Coates, the report was ac¬ 
cepted and the committee discharged. 

Mr. Hazard said that the international copyright 
question being settled for the time, he desired to 
draw the attention of the meeting to the advisabili¬ 
ty of the members of the different branches of trade 
interested in the manufacture and sale of books in 
Philadelphia, forming a trade association. The 
object of the association would be the mutual pro¬ 
tection of its members, and to obtain united action 
upon all future questions affecting their interests. 
In Germany such an association has long existed, 
and he thought a similar organization might be 
advantageously introduced here. He read from a 
recent number of Leypoldt’s Trade Circular a 
sketch of the German Booksellers’ Exchange, 
which is asserted to work admirably, and to have 
exercised a most healthy effect upon the whole 
trade in that country. He stated that such an 
association would do away with many prevailing 
abuses ; that vexatious litigation, growing out of 
trade disputes, might be avoided; that discounts 
could be regulated, and that underselling, which is 
having such a disastrous effect upon retailers, might 
be checked, and eventually abolished. He thought 
if the Philadelphia trade took the initiative in this 
matter, their example would be instantly followed 
by the trade in every part of the country, and he, 
therefore, moved that the members assembled 
should begin the good work, and that a committee 
be appointed to draft a constitution for the asso¬ 
ciation. 

Mr. Bargh said that if paper-makers were to 
be included in the organization, he most heartily 
seconded the motion. 

Mr. Hazard replied that 1 it would include every 
branch of trade interested in the manufacture or 
sale of books or book materials, and moved that 
the committee appointed to draft the articles of 
association should consist of ten members, to in¬ 
clude representatives from the publishers, subscrip¬ 
tion publishers, printers, paper-makers, binders, 
and dealers in binders’ materials. 

Mr. Coates seconded the motion, which was car¬ 
ried unanimously. 

The following committee was then appointed : 
Publishers, W. P. Hazard, chairman, and *H. T. 
Coates ; Subscription Publishers, J. E. # Potter and 
W. B. Evans; Printers, R. Sherman and J. M. 
Ferguson; Paper-Makers, W. Bargh and B. H. 
Moore; Binders and Binders’ Material Dealers, 
W. Rutter and T. E. Gaskell. 

The meeting adjourned to meet at the call of the 
committee. 

I think you will admit that this is a step in the 
right direction, and one which might be advan¬ 
tageously followed by other cities. If unanimous 
action can be obtained, the retail booksellers will 
be immensely benefited by it, for it will then be 
possible to cope with that gigantic and ruinous 
abuse, underselling. Even if the association had 
no other end in view than this, it would deserve the 
most cordial support.

Philadelphia, Feb. 26, 1872. 

The book trade is looking up. It is only a feeble 
glance, as yet, but the booksellers anticipate a 
brisk spring business, and are making prepara¬ 
tions accordingly. T. B. Peterson & Bros., who 
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do not contribute to trade sales, have announced 
their “special rates” to the trade in lieu thereof. 
During the month of March they will sell to whole¬ 
sale purchasers at 40 per cent, discount from regu¬ 
lar wholesale prices, with a further discount of from 
3 to 15 per cent., according to amount of order, for 
cash. They have a new and uniform edition of 
Mrs. Southworth’s novels, which form no incon¬ 
siderable library in themselves. Number thirty- 
four will be issued about the middle of March ; it 
is called “The Lost Heir of Linlithgow.” Is it 
any wonder that when Mrs. Southworth boasted of 
having read all of Harper’s publications, an illib¬ 
eral critic retorted that she must be as remarkable 
a reader as the man who had read all of Mrs. 
Southworth’s writings ? “John Jasper’s Secret,” 
Peterson’s latest publication, is making something 
of a stir in the reading world. It was announced 
as a sequel to “ The Mystery of Edwin Drood,” 
and everybody (who had not read it in Frank 
Leslie's ) expected to see a weak parody of Dickens. 
Everybody was, therefore, agreeably surprised to 
find it a story of really more than average merit; 
imitating Dickens a little too closely, indeed,—a 
little too far expresses the idea better, if I may be 
allowed the Hibernicism—but having this as its 
only serious fault. The Irishman said of a certain 
tree, it was “ so straight it leaned over backwards ” ; 
so this book imitates Dickens’s intricate sentences 
so closely that it occasionally gets an extra kink in 
them, and tangles them up in a lamentable verbal 
snarl. In other respects it is excellent.- The 
threads of the story are so' cleverly joined to the 
floating ends of the “ Mystery,” and so deftly woven 
into a corresponding pattern, that it really seems as 
if the joint authors must have found some sketch 
or gathered some hints from Dickens himself. In 
fact, I am told that one of the authors was an in¬ 
mate of Dickens’s household for six months before 
he died. It is said by good authority that no less 
than six persons—one of them an American—had 
a hand in the construction of the story ; though the 
preface mentions only two. Another singular thing 
about it is that it was first brought out in this coun¬ 
try, appearing, as I have said, in Frank Leslie's 
Neavspaper, and now in book-form from Peterson ; 
while it is only just beginning to appear in Eng¬ 
land, in weekly numbers. 

Lippincott's Magazine , for March, is chiefly 
noticeable for an elaborate paper bv Earl Shinn, 
now of your city, entitled “ The First American 
Art Academy,” in which the lions of our dormant 
Academy of Fine Arts are enumerated and critically 
described. 

This house has recently issued “The Little 
Moorland Princess” (i2mo, cloth, $1.75), another 
of those delightful German novels which Miss Mar- 
litt writes and Mrs. Wister translates. The story 
opens rather heavily, as if the author had begun to 
write before the afflatus had fairly seized upon her; 
but after a few pages this wears off, and the tale 
goes on with ever-deepening interest to its close. 
Lippincott & Co. have just ready “ The Agreement 
of Science and Revelation,” 121110, by Rev. Joseph 
H. Wythe, M.D., and “ Israel Mort. Overman,” 
i6mo, by John Saunder, the author of “Abel 
Drake’s Wife.” They will shortly publish “ Phila¬ 
delphia and its Environs” (paper, 50 cents) : a de¬ 
scription of the city, with seventy-five or more 
illustrations—something badly needed here, and 
never before attempted on so large a scale. They 
will also have the tenth volume of “ Chambers’s 
Encyclopedia” ready in March. This work is 
sold by subscription, and is meeting with a rapid 
sale. Subscription books, indeed, are the order of 
the.day in this city. I shall have to mention sev¬ 
eral more in the course of this letter. Lippincott 
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has another, “ The World of Anecdote,” a work 
whose character is indicated by its title. It is by 
E. Paxton Hood, author of “ Lamps, Pitchers, and 
Trumpets,” and is a portly octavo in handsome 
binding. 

The new Hymnal of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church is going off rapidly. Lippincott, with ten 
styles, is unable to keep pace with the demand, and 
Claxton, Remsen & Haffelfinger, with nine, are ut¬ 
terly unable to fill their orders promptly. They keep 
two binderies steadily at work on it, and are now 
printing their tenth thousand. These in addition to 
the number supplied by the Episcopal Board of 
Publication. All the editions of all the different 
houses are printed from duplicates of the same 
plates ; but the various styles of paper, binding, 
and finish make the prices vary from 40 cents 
to $2.75. , . 

Claxton, Remsen & Haffelfinger are also having 
great success with their new “ Civil Engineer’s 
Pocket-Book,” by John C. Trautwine, C.E., i2mo, 
$5.00. The second thousand is nearly exhausted, 
which, considering the limited nature of its circula¬ 
tion and the short time it has been out, is some¬ 
thing extraordinary. The scientific press, however, 
is loud in its praise. These publishers have lately 
issued “ The Doctrine of the Church ” (464 pp., 
crown octavo, $3.00), a historical monograph by 
John J. McElhenney, D.D., and are now engaged 
on a second volume of Dr. Butler’s “ Manual of 
Ecclesiastical History,” 600-650 pp., which they 
will sell by subscription at $3.00 to subscribers and 
$3.50 in the trade. It will contain a summary of 
the principal ecclesiastical events occurring in Eu¬ 
rope frejm A. D. 1305 to 1800, in connection with 
the history of religious opinion. 

Porter & Coates will enter the subscription fiejd 
next week with two new books. The first is a his¬ 
tory of “ The Underground Railroad ” (8vo, $4.50, 
pp. 780), by William Still, chief engineer of the 
Philadelphia route. Mr. Still is a full-blooded 
negro, born in Maryland, and though he was never 
a slave himself, nearly all the members of his fam¬ 
ily were. He is a man of wealth and intelligence, 
owns considerable stock in The Nation , and writes 
a plain, straightforward, graphic book. While en¬ 
gaged in the “ railroad” business he kept a record 
of all his passengers and jotted down their stories, 
in order that he might assist their friends in tracing 
them after their escape, for he never expected to see 
the day when he dare publish them to the world. 
The time came, however, and he took advantage of 
it. His book is filled with “hairbreadth ’scapes 
and moving accidents by flood and field.” It is 
crowded with engravings, most of them full-page 
wood-cuts, on tinted paper, and of a character cal¬ 
culated to sell the book at sight. The second book 
is “Sunday Half-Hours with the Great Preachers” 
(Svo, $3.75), compiled by M. Laird Simons. This 
is a collection of sermons by eminent divines, an¬ 
cient and modern, with extracts from the “ Pilgrim’s 
Progress” and other first-class works. It will take 
a high rank in religious literature. 

William B. Evans & Co. have just issued “The 
Great Republic,” by Tames D. McCabe, Jr.—still 
another subscription book. It is a large Svo vol¬ 
ume of over 1,100 pages ; price, $6.00. It is a pan¬ 
oramic description of the United States, first as a 
whole and then in detail; gives a great deal of in¬ 
formation, in a small compass, under each head, 
and is a better work than such books usually are. 
It is copiously illustrated, having over 200 engrav¬ 
ings on steel and wood. Two new books are of¬ 
fered to the trade by the same firm. They are, 
“France and her People” (121110, $1.50), a work 
“ written by a relative of the late Emperor of 
France,” and “Wanted — A Pedigree” (i2mo, 
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$2.00), by Martha Finlay, who had quite a success 
with “An Old-Fashioned Boy ” last summer. Both 
books are of a “ taking ” character. 

J, P. Skelly & Co. have a number of Sunday- 
school books in press, but none of them are very 
near completion. 

Mr. William B. Evans is not the only person who 
dissents from the action of the late meeting on the 
international copyright question, concerning which 
he has written you. Other publishers also com¬ 
plain of the course pursued by the managers of that 
meeting, and say that they were made to appear as 
holding views entirely foreign to their real senti¬ 
ments. They echo Mr. Evans’s denunciation of the 
proceedings, and do not hesitate to affirm quite as 
much as he says, if not a little more. They say it 
was not a meeting of publishers at all, but of print¬ 
ers and papermakers. There are, it is true, a few 
publishers here who protest against an international 
copyright, on the ground that it will take away their 
profits on foreign books and throw them into the 
hands of the larger houses ; but nearly all the pub¬ 
lishers hold views similar to those expressed by J. 
B. Lippincott & Co., in their letter published in the 
New York Evening Post of February 20th. They 
agree that whether a man has poems or potatoes to 
sell, he is equally entitled to his price for them; 
and if John Bull and Jonathan, respectively, desire 
the products of a foreign soil, they must expect to 
pay for them, whether they be of mental or vegeta¬ 
ble growth. At the same time they think reasona¬ 
ble regulations should be made, so that if an author 
is careless about securing the fruits of his work, in 
any country but his own, his silence may be taken for 
consent, and his works appropriated by whomsoever 
wishes to use them. They think, too, that the home 
publisher should be secured against competition on 
the part of the foreign publisher, and that due en¬ 
couragement should be given to home industry in 
the mechanical preparation of the work ; also, that 
the copyright should expire, as in other cases, after 
a certain period. To all of which, if I ever write a 
book, I will unhesitatingly agree. H. C. S. 

Chicago, Feb. 23, 1872. 

To the Editor of the Trade Circular. 

Dear Sir: The rebuilding of Chicago bids fair 
to be as remarkable as its destruction. Already 
the “South Side” of the “Burnt District” is 
pretty thickly dotted over with substantial brick 
blocks, finished and furnished from basement to 
cope-stone, and bustling with the former air of live¬ 
ly traffic. Old familiar signs steal back over-night 
to their wonted places, looking bright and fresh as 
though they had only been off on a short vacation 
to the paint-shop to get furbished up anew, and as 
the warm spring days advance, architecture as¬ 
sumes colossal proportions in Chicago. 

One of the leading architects informed the wri¬ 
ter some weeks since that he alone had already at 
that time three miles of stone and iron-front build¬ 
ings, contracted for the spring and summer months. 
With at least five hundred other architects all busy 
here,, as they never have been before, one gets 
some faint conception of what the coming six months* 
will bring forth for the burnt-up city. The contin¬ 
ual change of business locations since the fire has 
stimulated advertising to a wonderful degree , and 
there seems to be no end to the job-printing estab¬ 
lishments springing up all over the city. 

The “discouraged” publications one by one 
seem to be recovering spirit and falling into line 
again, and there is evidence that legitimate pub¬ 
lishing business will be hastened rather than retard¬ 
ed by our calamity. 

Surprising as it may seem, the facilities for book¬ 


making are probably better to-day than they were 
last fall. Two new electrotype foundries have 
started within a few weeks, several book-binderies 
are in full operation again, and, judging from the 
beautiful red-line edition of “The Lakeside Fire 
Memorial,” which the University Publishing Co. 
has been recently getting out, there is no lack of 
facilities for doing first-class work in this line. 
One new daily and two or three new weeklies have 
started since the fire, and several more periodicals 
are on the “stocks,” ready or almost ready To 
launch. The greatest want felt here just now by 
publishers is first-class artistic talent in the way of 
designing for illustration. There are plenty of 
good engravers, but we know of but two or three 
designers of any merit in the city. A good field 
is open here for young men of merit in this profes¬ 
sion, who know how to mould circumstances to 
their will. One “ feels it in his bones ” that Chi¬ 
cago is very soon to ‘become a great publishing cen¬ 
tre of activity, and “type-meddlers” and “ink- 
slingers ” here are quite free to express themselves 
to that effect. 

S. C. Griggs & Co., and one or two others of the 
older book-houses, are,;we understand, feeling their 
way toward a legitimate general publishing busi¬ 
ness, the former having already one or two more 
text-books and a “ literary venture ” in the next 
six months “ loom.” 

No doubt the success of the several “ fire books” 
and pamphlets recently published here has in 
some degree stimulated this new activity. All of 
these were written and prepared hastily to supply 
an immediate popular demand, and can hardly be 
said to do any of the writers of them much credit. 
Of the “simon-pure” fire-books thrown upon the 
market here, probably that issued by J. S. Good¬ 
man and edited by Colbert and Chamberlain of the 
Chicago Tribune has had the widest sale—thirty 
thousand copies, as we understand, having already 
been taken. It is now generally acceded, however, 
that the “Fire Memorial ” number of the Lakeside 
Monthly , the recent red-line edition of which has 
already been referred to above, made up as it is of 
sixteen separate articles, prepared with great care 
by as many different writers here on the spot, con¬ 
versant with the facts and connected with the press, 
is the most reliable, and on the whole the best rec¬ 
ord of the fire. Besides the red-line illustrated edi¬ 
tion, the publishers have also issued a cheaper 
book edition, likewise on tinted paper, but intend¬ 
ed to supply a more general public demand. 

Chicago, notwithstanding the more absorbing 
material interests of the moment, regards with no, 
indifferent eye the noble efforts the Trade Circu¬ 
lar is making in the direction of international 
copyright, and is ready to lend its influence, so far as 
it goes, in the right direction. 

The paper business here has been unusually ac¬ 
tive since the fire, although the stock on hand has 
been entirely inadequate to the demand, both in 
quantity and quality. Especially has it been diffi¬ 
cult to obtain odd sizes, and the finer shades of fan¬ 
cy papers, but when navigation opens, this difficulty 
will no doubt soon be obviated. 

Dealers in paints, oils, and the coarser commod¬ 
ities of artists’ materials are doing a thriving busi¬ 
ness, and the sign painters in Chicago seem to bid 
fair, at the present rate of increase, soon to out¬ 
number the ale and lager-bier saloons, which to one 
acquainted with our city might possibly appear to 
be an exaggerated statement. Dealers in maps 
are also doing a thriving business, and good maps 
of Chicago are in great demand. 

Among the publications recently started here, 
the Chicago Pulpit y as a “sign of the times,” is per¬ 
haps one of the most important, responding as it 
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does to an outside demand for the talent we have 
concentrated here. 

Th an “ extra,” the publisher recently issued a 
remarkable address of the Jew, Rabbi B. Felsen- 
thalj resident here, to a Christian audience in the 
city,- the address being one of a series of religious 
discourses conducted under the auspices of ’ the 
Young Men’s Christian Union. His subject was 
“ The Wandering Jew,” and the address was not 
only characterized by breadth of scholarship, but 
remarkable in its display of charity and a catholic 
moderation. It is to be hoped that it may meet 
with a wide circulation among the various denomi- 
nations of Christian people here as well as abroad, 
forit is remarkable as a “sign of the times.”

A Dictionary of American Biography_Mr. 

Fraticis S. Drake (son of the well-known biograph¬ 
ical writer, Samuel G. Drake) has been engaged for 
a series of years in the compilation of a comprehen¬ 
sive cyclopaedia of American biography, and the 
work may be expected from James R. Osgood & 
Go. this or next week. Its aim is to present brief, 
condensed, but accurate and complete notices of 
the main facts in the lives of those Americans (in¬ 
cluding not only America, as we of the United 
States practically define it, but other parts of 
North America and the Southern continent as 
well) who have attained sufficient importance to 
be of public interest, in any rank or profession. 
u Literature, art, science, invention, achievement, 
the army and navy, medicine, the bar, the pulpit, 
the editorial chair, adventure ” are but some of the 
spheres herein represented. The work covers 
more than a thousand double-columned octavo 
pages, and seems very complete, and likely to stand 
most satisfactorily the only real text of a work of 
the sort—use. We may give, as a specimen of its 
contents and method, the following : 

Hale, Edward Everett, clergyman and author,

“Man without a Country”; “If, Yes, and Per¬ 
haps,” 1868; “Ingham Papers”; “Ten Times 
One are Ten,” 1870; “Life of Sir Ralph Lane,” 
in Trans. Antiq. Soc. v. ; “ Sybaris and Other 
Homes.” Editor and contrib. to the Christian 
Examiner, Old and New, and many other pe¬ 
riodicals. 

The French and Italian Note-books of Na¬ 
thaniel Hawthorne, in two volumes, i2mo., are 


first in Jas. R. Osgood’s list of forthcoming 
books. Hawthorne was a traveller, who saw and 
thought as few are gifted to do, and these note¬ 
books of travel are delicious. The fact that it was 
the scene of one of his greatest romances, lends 
peculiar attraction to his thoughts about and in 
Rome, but the record of his journeyings elsewhere 
in sunny Italy and through France are of them¬ 
selves not less interesting. “ Eyes that never 
failed to see everything before him with the keenest 
apprehension,” says his wife, who edited the book— 
and a pen, we may add, that never failed to lend 
the reader those eyes ! Hawthorne’s descriptions 
of pictures and his reports of his intercourse with 
the many noted people who of course sought his 
acquaintance, will also delight the general public. 
Among those of whom we hear through him are 
Gibson, the sculptor, Story, Akers, Mrs. Jameson, 
Frederika Bremer, Hiram Powers, the Brownings; 
President Pierce, Miss Hosmer, and others of 
a glorious company. 

A Church History of the first seven centuries, 
to the close of the Sixth General Council, is the 
posthumous work of Milo Mahan, D.D„ Profes¬ 
sor of Ecclesiastical History in the General Theo¬ 
logical Seminary. It is a continuous, well-written, 
and by no means dry resumi of the history of the 
Christian church in its genesis and extension up 
to the year 700. Though written by an Episcopa¬ 
lian, the book is of value through all denomina¬ 
tions, for not only is it written with excellent im¬ 
partiality, but it follows the course of a period be¬ 
fore the present denominational lines were drawn. 
The first three books are a reprint from an earlier 
edition, the other two were left by the author pre¬ 
pared for the press, and the work of the editor, 
Rev. J. H. Hopkins, Jr., has been in continuing 
the very useful chronological table of church events 
which prefaces the work, and in adding a full and 
valuable index. The book ought to sell well 
among clergymen and in the locations of theological 
seminaries ; it will be issued immediately by Pott, 
Young & Co., in 8vo, pp. 450. $4.00. 

The Theory and Use of the Church Calendar 
in the measurement and distribution of time, by 
Rev. Prof. Samuel Seabury, D.D., is scarcely more 
a religious work than a valuable and most interest¬ 
ing general treatise on the calendar, and a history 
of the divisions of time in general. The first part 
summarizes the Egyptian, Hebrew, Roman, etc., 
systems, and explains the reason and character of 
the change from Old to New Style. The latter 
chapters have to do with the Golden Numbers, 
Dominical Letters, Epacts, etc. It is very readably 
written. Pott, Young & Co. will publish it, in 
octavo, 300 pp., the beginning of next week. 

The New Edition of Dickens.—We gave a de¬ 
scription some weeks since of the new edition of 
Dickens, which the Harpers were to issue, after 
the style of the English popular edition, which has 
sold by the hundred thousand there. “Oliver 
Twist,” the first issue of the series, is now ready, 
and will be published in a few days, with reproduc¬ 
tions of the twenty-eight new illustrations, by J. 
Mahoney. It is in large octavo, double columned 
page, clear type, and, selling at fifty cents, is likely 
to be widely popular, and sell to the extent of its 
English prototype. The cover design, with illus¬ 
trations of Dickens’s most famous characters in the 
margin, attracts the eye at once.

The Merchants and Bankers’ Almanac

The Catholic Publication Society has just 
published in tract form the pastoral letter of the 
archbishops and bishops of Ireland on the school 
question.

The same society will also publish in 
pamphlet-form “ Several Calumnies Refuted; or, 
Executive Document No. 37.” This will also be 
sold at $3.00 per 100. No less than 100 copies of 
either of these pamphlets will be sold at any one 
time. 

Notes on the History of Fort George, by 
B. De Costa (J. Sabin & Sons). — The fragments 
embodied in this sketch were, for the greater part, 
accumulated by the writer while engaged in prepar¬ 
ing a popular work on Lake George. They are 
now given in a separate and permanent form, not 
as constituting anything like a complete history, 
but rather as interesting materials affording some 
fresh illustrations of the annals of one of the most 
beautiful and celebrated localities in our land. 
These gleanings have come from every source 
accessible to the compiler, and include nearly 
everything of interest that he has found in con¬ 
nection with the history of Fort George. Many 
of the documents thus embodied appear in print 
for the first time, being transcripts from the original 
MSS. Ready April 1st. 

The superb editions of Longfellow’s Dante, Bry¬ 
ant’s Homer, and Taylor’s Goethe’s “Faust,” is¬ 
sued by the house which is now Jas. R. Osgood & 
Co., have been among the greatest triumphs of the 
publishers’ art the world over, and might fitly 
challenge comparison with any productions of our 
English friends. The setting of these works was 
worthy their contents, and this is enough said. 
We are glad to learn that Virgil’s ./Eneid, the 
flower of Roman literature, is to be added to the 
series in the fall. Mr. C. P. Cranch is the trans¬ 
lator, and he has already placed his manuscript in 
the publisher’s hands. He is said to be a Latin 
scholar of fine abilities and culture, and we hear 
that his translation of the ^Eneid has been pro¬ 
nounced by some of our first critics and scholars 
worthy to rank with those which have preceded it. 

Rumor has it that the manners and customs of 
New York society are to be thoroughly discussed 
in a voluminous posthumous work of the pianist 
Gottschalk, on that subject, now in possession of 
the Emperor of Brazil, and shortly to be published 
under his auspices. 

The biography of the Great Edinburgh publish¬ 
ers, the Chambers, has been hailed by the English 
journals as at once one of the most entertaining 
and valuable books of the year. The work is a 
memoir of Robert Chambers, lately deceased, by 
his brother William, with autobiographic reminis¬ 
cences of the latter. It is to be reprinted here im¬ 
mediately by Scribner, Armstrong & Co. 

Mrs. Frances F. Victor of San .Francisco has 
in press a volume entitled, “ All over Oregon and 


Washington,” which will describe fully those lit¬ 
tle-known territories, for the benefit of travellers 
and emigrants, as well as stay-at homes. 

Fine* Arts, an illustrated journal of the polite 
world, is the name of a new monthly, edited by- 
Laura Keene and Emma Webb Nivert, and pub¬ 
lished by the Fine Arts Publishing Co. 34 Bond 
street; 50 cents per number, $5 per annum. % 

The post office will hereafter receive mutilated 
currency, when not more than two-fifths of a note 
are missing, at its par value, for stamps and envel¬ 
opes. The Treasury agrees to redeem this cur¬ 
rency for the Post Office Department when pre¬ 
sented in sums exceeding five dollars. 

More law books have been sold in the city of 
Chicago within the past three months, says the 
Chicago Legal Nevus, than were ever sold to the 
lawyers of any other city in many times that 
period. 

Mr. H. Van Laun’s translation of M. Taine’s 
“ History of English Literature,” took him nearly 
four }ears to make, as he verified every quotation,, 
and corrected such errors as there were in the orig¬ 
inal. 

The first part of “Church Sermons,” being re¬ 
prints of the Sermons preached by Clergymen of 
the Church of England, has just been issued from 
the office of Messrs. Reeves & Son, London. 

Naval Science, a new quarterly, is to be started 
under the joint editorship of Dr. Woolley, direc¬ 
tor of education to the Admiralty, and Mr. E. J. 
Reed, C. B., late chief constuctor of the navy. 

A new bi-monthly journal is announced by 
Messrs. Adolphe Goubaud & Son, London, enti¬ 
tled “The Fancy Trade and Book and Stationery- 
Gazette,” to represent and promote the interests of 
the various branches of the fancy, stationery, and 
book trades. 

The London Newspaper Press Directory for 
1872 contains an article of considerable value on 
the “ Law of Newspapers.” 

The first of a series of new and original novels 
(usually published in three volumes at a guinea and 
a half) has just been issued by Tinsley,.London, in 
one volume, crown 8v6, handsomely printed and 
bound in cloth, with frontispiece and vignette by 
Percival Skelton, at 4s., containing “The Mistress 
of Langdale Hall, a Romance of the West Rid¬ 
ing,” by Rosa M. Kettle. 

Besides Macdonald’s “Within and Without,” 
Scribner, Armstrong & Co. are to publish an edi¬ 
tion of his poems. 

A new novel by “W. L. M. Jay,” (Mrs. J. M. L. 
Woodruffe), “ Holden by the Cords,” will be run 
as a serial through the Churchman , and afterward 
published by E. P. Dutton & Co. 

The Putnams have a new book by Bayard Taylor 
in hand. 

Rev. Lyman Abbott’s new book, of which we 
have before spoken, is to be in the form of a novel, 
entitled “Laicus.” His clear, pungent style is 
sure to make it a profitable venture for Dodd & 
Mead. 

The American News Co. are to publish a con¬ 
tribution to the Mormon question, by one of the 
Mrs. T. B. Ii. Stenhouses, the husband of whom a 
fraction belonged to her, being one of the most no¬ 
ted of the public men of Mormondom. She writes 
from an experience of twenty years. “What I 
Know about Polygamy,” and “runaway wives, 
broken hearts and lunacy, marriage to three sisters 
at once—all sorts of horrors are detailed at length 
for the exasperation of the Mormons, and the in- 
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formation of those who dwell in less desperately 
matrimonial regions.” 

Messrs. Dodd & Mead have made an arrange¬ 
ment by which they become the general agents for 
New Ycrk and New England of the Presbyterian 
branch, with which is combined, since the reunion, 
the “ Presbyterian Publication Committee,” of the 
other school. From their immense establishment 
in Philadelphia they issue about 1,300 books and 
600 tracts, which will all be kept in store by Dodd 
& Mead, who offer to the trade the full line of dis¬ 
counts given by the branch at its own warerooms.

McCarter.—D ied at Columbia, S. C., on the 

17th inst., James J. McCarter, in the seventy- 

second year of his age. 

Mr. McCarter was a native of New Jersey, and 
had his education as a bookseller with Peter A. 
Johnson of Morristown. More than forty years 
ago he removed to Charleston, S. C., and entered 
into the business on his own account, conducting 
it with uninterrupted success until the disorganiza¬ 
tion consequent to the Rebellion. He had early 
anticipated the outbreak of the war, and with wise 
foresight' made such disposition of his property that 
he paid all his obligations and found himself, on 
the return of peace, in independent circumstances. 
HJs whole business life, whether in his own name 
simply, or as a partner in the firms of McCarter & 
AlTeri and McCarter & Dawson, of Charleston, and 
Bryan & McCarter of Columbia, was remarkable 
for the skill, industry, and integrity with which it 
was conducted. As a citizen of South Carolina he 
was faithful to his convictions of his political duties, 
and had tjie respect and esteem even of those who 
differed from him in opinion. He represented his 
district in the State Legislature, where his shrewd¬ 
ness and honesty made his services valuable. As 
a man he was benevolent and kind-hearted, warm¬ 
ly attached to his family and old friends, always 
ready to put himself to inconvenience to serve oth¬ 
ers. He will be missed by a large circle at the 
Nbrth, where he generally spent his summers, to 
whom his kindness had endeared him, who took 
pleasure in his. varied information and ready and 
original conversation, and who respected his hon¬ 
esty, and worth. 

Robert Stollberg. 

It is less than a month since, on the retirement ot 
Mr. William Schaus, and the organization, by 
Messrs. Robert Stollberg, J. Richard, and John 
Clements, of the new firm which succeeded him, 
that ’the gentleman first-named became the head of 
a liOuse whose foremost reputation his work as 
managing salesman for many years had so largely 
aid'ed : to make.

THE LATE MR. JOSEPH GILLOTT. 

(From the London Stationer .) 

In our obituary columns last month we briefly 
recorded the death of Mr. Joseph Gillott, a gentle¬ 
man who had by industry, tact, and talent achieved 
a world-wide reputation ; and we now give a more 
lengthy notice, believing that it will be appreciated 
by our readers, every one of whom has probably 
been a consumer of or dealer in his manufactures. 

Mr. Gillott was born at Sheffield. His parents 
being in humble circumstances, he was at an early 
age sent to learn the trade of a knife and general 
cutlery grinder, which pursuit he followed for some 
years. At the age of 17 or 18 he went to Birming¬ 
ham, taking with him his grinding implements, 
with which he carried on the trade for a year or two 


longer, making the acquaintance of Miss Mitchell, 
sister to Messrs. John and William Mitchell, fa¬ 
ther and uncle to the present steel pen manufactur¬ 
ers of that name ; he shortly after married her. 
The union was fortunate, for Mrs. Gillott was a 
great help to her husband in the business of pen¬ 
making, to which he soon turned his attention. It 
has been claimed that the very first metallic pens 
were manufactured by him; but this is disputed, 
and the matter is involved in doubt. He was un¬ 
doubtedly one of the pioneers in the manufacture, 
and was the first to contrive and perfect a series of 
beautiful tools, for which he procured patents, and 
by which he laid the foundation of the splendid 
feputation and fortune which has made the name of 
Gillott famous. At first he worked in a very hum¬ 
ble way, forging, filing, and grinding the small bar¬ 
rel pens, first introduced with the tools which he 
had used as a cutlery grinder. He then contrived 
one or two good presses and rolling machines, and 
as both he and his wife worked day and night, and 
as he not only made, but vigorously pushed them 
into public notice, his business quickly increased. 
His operations were at first conducted in compara¬ 
tive secresy, and he took some trouble to burrow 
under the ground of his domicile a humble work¬ 
shop, in order to bury his surplus iron—the waste 
which was punched out—and which he had not 
learned to utilize. We may note here that pen¬ 
making in those days was remunerative. Steel 
pens were sold as high as 20s. a dozen, and for 
some time afterwards wholesale at 20s. a gross. 
Mr. Gillott is said once to ’have made a gross of 
pens in one day, for which he received one shilling 
each. At the present time some of the lowest qual¬ 
ities can be manufactured at 6d. a gross, or a half¬ 
penny a dozen. In a few years he removed house 
and shop into Little Charles street, thence into 
Newhall street. He had now greatly extended his 
mechanical appliances, and began to employ a con- 
. siderable number of workpeople of both sexes. He 
then bought the freehold of the present spacious 
and splendid factory at the corner of Graham street 
and Newhall Hill. Here he removed, with his 
. greatly enlarged and extensive plant, about thirty- 
six years ago, and his business operations have 
since gone on gradually extending till, at the time 
of his death, he had the largest steel pen manufac¬ 
tory in the world, and employed -several hundred 
workpeople, the majority of whom are females. 
Mrs. Gillott, who had proved such a true and woir- 
: thy helpmate for him in his early struggles, died 
about fifteen years ago, leaving him a family of six 
sons and three daughters, of whom two sons have 
since died. When Mr. Gillott left Newhall street, 

. he fixed his residence at Candlestick Hall, Hagley 
Road, and about fifteen years ago he removed to 
the spacious mansion and art galleries on the : 
Westbourne Road, where he died. For many 
years Mr. Gillott was a munificent patron of art, 
and either intuitively, or with assistance from those 
in the profession, he was enabled to detect rising 
genius, and to possess himself of many masterpieces 
of the modern school of painters, both British and 
foreign. Several authentic anecdotes are told of 
the extent to which he gratified his penchant for 
accumulating art treasures, and of the commissions 
which he gave to the most celebrated painters of 
the day. He had probably one of the finest private 
collections in the world, and it includes one or two 
of the best works which have been produced with¬ 
in the last quarter of a century. It is stated that 
Mr. Gillott spent a fabulous sum of money in the 
purchase of pictures. He had also a strong passion 
for acquiring violoncellos, and, regardless of cost, 
he possessed himself of a number of splendid in¬ 
struments. As may be supposed, his wealth was 
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not invested solely in these personal treasures. 
He purchased several large estates, among others 
one at Ladywood, another at Stanmore, and the 
Rotton Park estate of 500 acres, the cost of which 
was about £90,000, and was also the owner of oth¬ 
er property. He presented the site of St. Augus¬ 
tine’s Church, on the Hagley Road, Birmingham, 
and also contributed liberally toward the building- 
fund and endowment. He was a churchman, and 
it is almost needless to say that he always acted in 
a spirit of thoughtful and considerate liberality to 
all his workpeople and other dependants, some of 
whom feel his -loss nearly as much as his relatives. 
He was also a generous contributor to most local 
charities. The deceased gentleman took no part 
in political matters, or in the public life of the town. 
He devoted himself entirely to his business, and to 
the pursuits in which he delighted. He has be¬ 
queathed .£3,000 to Birmingham charities, and 
£2,000 to the Sheffield charities.
